London, Nov. 30.— The Lord Chief 
Just'ce ia hearing an interesting case 
which is attracting the attention of 
clubmen and memtara of the ariatoc 
racy. It ia the au'tt of a money lender 
who ia seeking to recover from an officer 
of the Guards, named Clay, the sum of 
£1.1,113 due on two promissory notes 
cashed for Lord William Neville. Sir 
Edward Clark, Q.C., representing Clay, 
showed that Lord Neville borrowed 
large sums at from 30 to 40 per cent, in- 
terest, and that in one case recently the 
parents of a youth who had endorsed 
Lord Neville's notas paid the plaintifT 
$40,000. 

Sir Edward Clarke alleged that Neville 
secured Clay's endorsement by trickery, 
asking Clay to endorse hia signature to 
family documents of a private character. 
Theae documents, the counsel explained, 
covered a paper in which there were 
slits, where Clay was asked to sign. The 
lattar demurrta and asked to see the 
dc^uments, whereupon he was told 
that the documents referred to the di- 
vorce of Neville's sister, Lady Cowley. 
Clay a-.-ceptr 1 the explanation and sinn- 
ed, without having any idea that ho was 
signing promissory noteB. 

Clay testified in corroboration of the 
statements by Sir Edward Clarke, and 
said that after the discovery of the trick 
playcJ on him he fixed Lord William 
with it, and the latter wrote and asked 
the Guardsman to hold his tongue for a 
short while, as otherwise Lord Neville 
would be mint J for life. Finally Clay 
called Neville a swindler. At the close 
of to-day's testimony the case was ad- 
journed. 

The court was crowded to-day when 
the hearing of the case waa resumed. 
Lord Chief Justice Russell in Bumming 
up, said lie thought the jury would have 
no difficulty in answering the questions, 
lidding that the really difficult and im- 
portant ejuestiona would remain for him 
to determine later on. The whole story, 
Lord Russell declared, was melancholy 
and sad. His Lordship then put five 
questions to the jury. The prin- 
cipal one was: "Is Clay's account 
of the circumstances under which he 
signc J his name true?" The answer 
was, " Yea." Another question asked 
Was Clay, in signing his name as 



THE BUSINESS OP CONGRESS. 

Opinion That There Will Be Little of Im- 
pos tance at the Coming Session. 

Washington, Nov. 30. — Represent- 
ative Cannon, chairman of the com mis - 
sion on appropriations, arrived to-day. 
He said that his policy for the approach- 
ing session of congresa aB chairman of 
tho house committee would be to hold 
the appropriations, bo far aa he could 
control them, down to existing con- 
ditions, " I believe in a liberal, not ex- 
travagant, policy in making appropri- 
ations," he said, "and until our rev- 
enues increase shall oppose entering 
upon new enterprises requiring the ex- 
penditure of government funds." 

Mr. Cannon expressed the opinion 
that by the beginning of the next fiscal 
year the Dingley bill would afford rev- 
enue sufficient to meet ti>e legitimate 
demands of government. He also Bt'ited 
his belief that the coming session would 
he a comparatively brief one. " We 
should be away from here easily by the 
1st of June," he said ; "indeed there is 
very little for ua to do beyond passing 
the appropriation bills. It ia needless 
for us to attempt to secure currency 
legislation, because of the impossibility 
of getting anything through. So long as 
the senate is anti-Republican as it is at 
nresent, all eflbrtB to get currency re 
iorm legislation will be so much waste of 
time and energy. What sense ia there, 
then, in long winded eaaaya to be read 
in the senate, and in disturbing the 
buBineaa equilibrium unlesB some whole 
Borne purpose can be subserved."

CENTRE TORONTO. 

The Seat Goes to Another Liberal Afcer a 
Spirited Contest. 

Toronto, Nov. 30.— (Special)— Bert- 
ram, Liberal, haa been elected to sue 
ceed Lount, Liberal, bb member of the 
Commons for Centre Toronto, by a ma- 
jority of 270 over Howland, Conserva- 
tive.

RELIEF FOR KLONDYKE. 

United States Congress Likely to Make an 
Immediate Appropriation. 

Washington, Nov. 30. — The task of 
getting supplies to Klondyke in mid- 
winter is not underestimated and doubtB 
are entertained as to its being a possi- 
bility. It ia said an expedition cannot 
reach the Klondyke before April at the 
earliest, and the hope is expressed that 
there iB a sufficient supply of food to 
last until that time. 

It is estimated that there are 5,000 
people in the gold country. Secretary 
Alger believes that Capt. Ray has gone 
to Dawson and that ho will make his 
way back- and report upon conditions. 
Nothing has been heard from him since 
he left Fort Yukon, but the secretary ex- 
pects advices from him soon. 

It is believed that the President will 
send a special message to congress ask- 
ing an appropriation for the relief of the 
people in the Klondyke, and it is be- 
lieved prompt action will bo taken and 
the money made immediately uvailable.

Several hun- 
dred seatB were arranged on the floor of 
the house nnd in the various galleries.

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STORMS IN EUROPE. 

Reports of Disasters to Shipping Received 
From Many Quarters. 

Sassaiu, Island of Sardinia, Nov. 30. — 
Hea^vy galeB are sweeping the Sardinian 
coaat. A vessel on fh-e was seen off 
Sardo island to-day. She foundered and 
no trace of her crew has been seen. 

Glasgow, Nov. 30.— The Allan line 
Bteamer Tuurnian, Capt. Brown, which 
was riding at anchor, dragged her an- 
chor during Sunday's storm and fell 
across the ram of II. M.S. Diadem, being 
towed up the Clyde. 

St. Malo, Nov. 30.— The French brig 
Haeperen has been wrecked off Aurigny 
A majority of the crew perished. The 
Hasperen waB of 309 tons and belongs to 
Lflgasse, Nevue et Cie, of Bayonne, 
France. She was probably a fishing 
brig. 

London, Nov. 30. — New England, an 
is and near Southend, several hundred 
acres in area and surrounded by a high 
sea wall, was swamped during the recent 
gale. Everything, including a farmer 
and his family, the farm buildings, 
sheep, horses and cattle were swept 
away. 

The British Bteamer Esparte found- 
ered off Royal Sovereign lightBhip, in 
the English Channel, between Dunge- 
ness and Beachy Head, after having 
been in collision with the French Bteam- 
er Noel. The latter waB benched at 
Dungenesa and is in a sinking condition. 
No lives were lost. 

Liverpool, Nov. 30.— The British 
steamer Michigan, Capt. Stubba, from 
Boston, reporta that on November 18, in 
latitude 45, longitude 61, she passed the 
Bchooner J. W. Celdert.of Luenberg, N. 
S., a derelict and waterlogged. 

Brussels, Nov. 30. — The storm which 
has been sweeping over the northern 
part of Europe has done great damage 
along the Belgium coast. The Heyat 
and Middelkerke dykes have been 
breached, flooded houses have collapsed 
and a number of vessels have been 
driven ashore at Kursal, and other build- 
ings at Blankenberghe and dykes as 
well have been damaged. The streets 
are flooded and troops are being em- 
ployed at various pointB to assist in the 
work of rescue. 



AN INSULT TO RUSSIA. 

Secretary of Her Embassy at Constantino 
pie Attacked by Turkish Officials. 

Athens, Nov. 30.— M. Taherbatscheff, 
secretary of the KusBian embassy at 
Constantinople, who is a member of the 
committee for the repatriation of the 
Thessalian refugees, was attacked yes- 
terday by beggars at Volo, the principal 
port of Thessaly. A Turkish military 
patrol that was passing joined the beg- 
garB in the attack, and M. Tsherbats- 
cheff was knocked down by one of his 
assailants. He was badly battered with 
rifles and eventually bound with cords. 
The English, French and Italian mem- 
bers of the committee arrived on the 
scene at this point and after much talk 
succeeded in getting the cords cut. An 
aide of the Sultan then arrested M. 
Tsherbatschelf, and 1hb colleagues had 
much difficulty in obtaining his release 
by protesting against the outrage. The 
incident has stirred the diplomatists and 
is likely to stiffen Russia in herdealinga 
with Turkey. 

. RUSSIAN COINAGE. 

Five Rouble Gold Pieces Authorized am 
Status of Credit Notes Denned. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 30.— An imper 
ial ukase orders the coinage and issue of 
five rouble gold pieces equal in value to 
one-third of the imperial (which con- 
tains 11.0118 grammes of fine gold). An 
other imperial ukase issued to-day de 
cides that the inscription on the Russian 
credit notes be changed to road as fol 
lows : ' ' The State bank exchanges credit 
notes against gold coin for an unlimited 
amount. One rouble iB equal to a fif 
teenth of an imperial, and contains 
f 7.424 doli of pure gold. The exchange 
of state credit notes against gold coin 
will be guaranteed by the whole property 
of the state. State credit notes are to 
have equal currency with gold coin 
throughout the empire." 



HAYTI SPEAKS UP. 


A Bantam Republic Intimates to Germany 
That She Must Not Be Trifled With. 

Washington, Nov. 30.— Reports that 
came to the state department late in the 
afternoon from Hayti were to the- effect 
that considerable excitement prevailed 
there and that the situation was grave. 
For thia reaBon it was determined to 
hasten the departure of the United StateB 
ahip Marblehead, and the naval officera 
were communicated with to thia end. 
The impression appeared to prevail in 
Port au Prince that a German warship 
was rapidly approaching the place. Of 
course it is atated that the Marblehead 
goes solely for the purpose of protecting 
American interests that might be threat- 
ened by the outbreak of disorders in 
Hayti. 

The lateBt advices from Germany, 
however, indicate that no occasion will 
be given for friction between the United 
StateB anil Germany on account of the 
Haytian difficulty and that the matter 
will be adjusted. It developed to-day 
that Hayti had sent a reply to Ger- 
many's demandB, which iB somewhat re- 
markable for firmneBB in view of the 
difference in size between the powers. 
The Hayti note makes it clear that the 
republic is ready to discuBa the contro- 
versy, and does not desire Germany to 
pasB judgment in the first place and de- 
mand an indemnity, and thereafter dis- 
cusb the merits. ' 

Moreover Hayti gives notice to Ger- 
many that the German charge d' affaires 
in Hayti, who made the recent demands, 
is persona uon grata, and that it is im- 
possible for Hayti to conduct further 
negotiations with him. It is stated that 
he offended againBt all ruleB of pro- 
priety and official etiquette by going 
lirectly before the President of 
Hayti, and in an angry tone 
and insulting manner threatening 
dire conseqjienceB unless immediato 
reparation was made to Germany. 
This personal affront to Hayti 's chief 
executive is regarded aa touching the 
honor and self respect of the country 
and is felt to call for an apology. Under 
auch circumstances the Haytian govern- 
ment has expressed a willingness to ne- 
gotiate a settlement of the entire case at 
Berlin, thus removing it from the handB 
of the objectionable German official now 
in Hayti. 

CUT RATES TO KLONDYKE. 

The Two Great Canadian Railroads Enter 
Into Competition. 

Toronto, «Nov. 30. — (Special) — The 
Canadian Pacific and Grand Trunk rail- 
ways are commencing a fight in -rates to 
Klondyke by way of Vancouver and 
Seattle respectively. Yesterday tariffs 
were issued by each at a similar figure, 
but the Canadian Pacific claim they 
were entitled to a differential in Western 
business, and to-day the Canadian Pacific 
announces a slight cut on the rate from 
one end of the system to the other. 



The Cotton Trouble. 

London, Nov. 30. — Delegates repre 
seuting the employers and operatives in 
the cotton industry met at Manchester 
yesterday to consider the question of a 
reduction of five per cent, in wagei 
which has been proposed by the masters 
The operators rejected a proposal made 
by the employers to submit the matter 
to arbitration, and the conference closed 
without further business, leaving the 
matter exactly where it Btood before. 

The Austrian Cabinet. 

Vienna, Nov. 30.— The new Austrian 
cabinet, in which Baron von Franken- 
thurn is president of the council of min- 
isters, baa been completed, and will be 
gazetted to-morrow. 

Birmingham Boy Won. 

Birmingham, Nov. 30.— At the Bir- 
mingham Athletic Club to-night Arthu 
Akers, of Birmingham, met Paddy Pur 
, tell, of Kansas City, for a purao of £250 
in a 20-round go. The light waa soon 
over, Purtell being completely outclassed 
and Akera winning in nine seconds. 

Rnssian Railway Horror. 
Warsaw, Nov. 30. — A terrible railway 
accident has occurred here. While a 
passenger train was standing at the ter- 
minus a heavy freight train crashed in 
to it, owing to an error of a pointsman. 
Eleven persons were killed outright and 
twenty-two others were seriously in- 
jured. 

Cecil Barnnrd Killed. 

London, Nov. 30,— Cecil Barnard, a 
well-known society entertainer, waa 
killed this ovening by fallingor jumping 
from a Becond floor window of the Savage 
Club. He waB a cousin of Mr. Fred 
Barnard, the artist, who was burned to 
death a month ago. 




OPERATIONS ON 'CHANGE. 


Increased Railway Earnings Cause Upward 
Movement in Those Stocks. 

New Youk, Nov. 30.— The principal fac- 
tors in to-day's stock market were the 
statements of the earnings in October of 
two of the greatest railroad systems of the 
country, namely, the I'ennsylvania and 
the Burlington. Both make a remarkably 
strong showing, but thutof the Burlington 
has been discounted by rumors which 
prossly exaggerated the proportions of the 
increase. In the final nour prices of the 
group shared in the strength of the general 
market, Rock Island leading with a net ad- 
vance of 1J4. On the October statement of 
the Pennsylvania system, with its increase 
in gross earnings of $900,000 and net of 
$153,100, the stock rose 1% ; and all of the 
trunk lines showed a marked degree of 
strength, X. Y.O., Lake Shore and Canada 
.Southern rising from 1 to 2 points. Specu- 
lation in sugar was very active all day, mid 
the stock shows a rise of 'IVi points over 
last night's close. Cons. Gas is IV. higher 
on the day. Otherwise net gains in the 
active stocks are confined to fractions, and 
there is a fair sprinkling of small losses 
through the list. 

The Evening Post says: To-day's stock 
market was divided into two parts, of 
which three hour:; wen' marked by abso- 
lute dullness and two by a good deal of 
strength. In the late advance by way of 
novelty the Vanderbilt shares took the 
lead. So far as news was concerned the re- 
turns of railway net earnings for October 
were the chief factor ol intorsst. They were 
undoubtedly encouraging. The really note- 
worthy fact in current earnings is that the 
recent remarkable average is maintained. 
The Burlington's October net receipts are 
virtually the same as those of the preced- 
ing month, and are $353,000 ahead of tin 
August totals. 

The ICvening Post's financial cable from 
London says: The strength of consols was 
the only feature in the stock market to-day 
They touched the highest price on record 
The rise was due to a scarcity of stock, ti 
bear purchases, and to the small govern 
taent buying.

The London Truth gives tho follow- 
ing inside view of a groat historical 
event said to havo been hitherto un- 
published: 

When Sir Charles Napior had con- 
quered Mehemet Ali, he found it im- 
possible to force or coal tho wily Egyp- 
tian into signing tho treaty which only 
would make his victory effective. Ho 
had 10 interviews with Meheinet, in 
whioh the Englishman by turns argued, 
flattered and threatened hiB antagonist, 
who listened day aftor day with tho 
same immovable, smiling countenance 

One day Sir Chaorle*, in spoakiug of 
England, said casually that it "was 
governed by a lucky woman." A strange 
flash passed over the pasha's counte- 
nance, but ho made no answer. As soon 
as Napier wivb gone, Mehemet sent for 
tho English consul, who was an Egyp- 
tian, and demanded: 

"You were in London when tho Eng- 
lish queen was ci owned. Were the 
omens bad or good?" 

"AH good. ' ' 

'You think that good luck is written 
ou her forehead'' ' 

'1 did not think upon the matter be- 
fore, hut now that you ask me 1 be- 
lieve that it is. When she asked Allah 
to help her in net work, her eyes ran 
over. Allah loves the innocent." 

"No doubt of that, " said Mehemet 
inzionsly. "She must be lucky " 

Early the next morning he sent for 
Sir Charles and signed the treaty. Eng- 
lish power and English cannon he could 
brave, but not "the luck" written up- 
on the forehead of a good woman whom 
he had never seen. 

General Gordon's remarkable influ- 
ence over the Chinese was in u large 
degree due, it is statin, to their belief 
in bis extraordinary luck. During the 
Tae- Ping rebellion ho was followed by an 
army which did not comprehend either 
his ability or his religious zeal, but which 
believed that he was protected by an 
invisible being who led him to victory. 
No sword could wound him or bullet 
kill. A certain black ebony cane which 
he carried was supposed to bu the mag- 
ic talisman which brought him victory, 
and General Gordon was shrewd enough 
always to curry tiiis cuuo when ho led 
them into battle. 

These superstitions seem absurd to 
u«, but they at least show that tho ig- 
norant men who hold them believo in 
an invisible power who can give good 
or ill fortune at his will. Are they more 
foolish than the educated, bfisy man, 
who recognizes no power in life stron- 
ger than his own will and effort?

WHO IS GOVERNOR! 



Who is lieutenant-governor of British 
Columbia? The question iB interesting 
and in some contingencies might prove 
important. The ordinary course in the 
appointment of lieutenant-governorB is 
for the appointment to be gazetted after 
the appointee has been sworn in. This 
ib done because the official publication 
in the Canadian Gazette of an appoint- 
ment is notice to the world that the per- 
son named is seized of the office to whicl 
he haB been appointed. Following this 
practice, the commission and oath book 
were sent from Ottawa to Hon. Mr. Mc- 
Inues in time to reach him by last 
Thursday, and acting presumably on the 
assumption that he received it and had 
been Bworn in, his appointment as 
lieutenant-governer was gazett"d on 
Saturday, at least so the Ottawa des- 
patches said. But the book has not yet 
come to hand and consequently Mr. Mc- 
Innea has not been Bworn in; but if he 
has been gazetted to the office he must 
be recognized by the world as lieuten- 
ant-governor. The public will have no 
notice of his taking the oath of office. 
No proclamation will be published to 
that effect, no statement will be made 
in the Gazette. The reason of this iB 
that he ought to have received his com- 
mission and taken the oath before his 
appointment was gazetted. Clearly Mr. 
Mclnnea is nominally in office, that is, 
assuming the despatches to be correct, 
as we presume they are; but equally 
clearly, he cannot perform any of the 
functions of the position.' What, then, 
is the status of Hon. Mr. Dewdney? 
There cannot be two lieutenant-gov 
ernors of British Columbia at the Bame 
time, one de jure and the other dc facto 
If the appointment of Mr. Mclnnea haB 
not been gazetted, Mr. Dewdney would 
be unquestionably qualified to perform 
all the duties of the position; but it is 
difficult to see how he can legally do so 
after the publication of his successor's 
appointment in the Canada Gazette. On 
the other hand, no one in this province 
has received official notice of the gazet- 
ting of Mr. Mclnnea. It can hardly be 
claimed that the people of Britiah Col- 
umbia are bound to take notice of a 
news despatch. The provincial gov- 
ernment can very properly aay that they 
have had no notice. Mr. Dewdney can- 
not very well decline to perform execu- 
tive aetBbecauee he has seen a despatch 
in a newspaper saying that his euccessor 
has been appointed. Yet there may be 
a yrave question as to the constitution- 
ality of any public act which he may 
have done since Saturday last. 

The singular thing about it id that no 
one seems to blame. The clerk of the 
l J rivy Council sent the oath book and 
commission forward in good time. They 
Bimply have not got here. Mr. 
Dowdney has been waiting, postpon- 
ing from day to day an important 
business engagement and keeping 
number of other people in suspense, in 
order that he may be present when his 
successor ia sworn in. It is not neces- 
sary that he should remain, but tho in- 
stincts of courteay lead him to do ao. 
Mr. Mclnnea ao greatly appreciates this 
that he has said that as soon as the com- 
mission and oath book arrives, he will 
notify Mr. Dowdney and he sworn in 
immediately. The provincial govern 
ment are hampered because they do not 
want to do anything of doubtful consti 
tutionality. In fact the whole tiling is 
exasperating to everyone concerned, and 
thero is no one who can bo hauled over 
thecoala for it. Meanwhile, what has 
become of the commission and the oatl 
book? 

NO TARIFF IN POLITICS. 

One prominent feature in the canvaaa 
of Mr. Bertram in Centre Toronto was 
that the tariff ought to be taken out of 
politics. Wo are quite content, if it can 
be done. It ia csrtainly desirable that 
business interests shall not bo kept un 
Bottled by a fear of tarid changes. But it 
ia a very funny thing that the Ontario 
Liborals should only have arrived at this 
cDnclusion Bince their own frienda got 
into power. Before that time tho tariff 
was their great bone of contention. 
There waB no other political iasuo com- 
parable to it. We can recall when the 
Liberals of the Maritime Provinces 
asked that the tariff should l ;e allowed 
to drop out of eight, for thoy used to 
argue that, in a country where tho 
JBftftffit part of tho rovanue must bo coi- 
tion ' L ' U0l ' L ""° duties, the tariffques-

tario Liberals would have none of this. 
The tariff was their issue, the only issue 
worth talking about; hut a little over a 
year's experience of office has convinced 
them that thequeation iB rather a ticklish 
one to handle. They cannot claim to 
have achieved a howling aucct-aa in their 
first epsay. No one expected anything 
of them at the first seseion of 181)7, after 
the election of 1890, but it whs thought 
that they would be able to devise some- 
thing that would have the element of sta- 
bility about it by the session of 1897. Yet, 
not the most ardent Liberal in the coun- 
try claims that the Fielding tariff is a 
success. So tho Ontario government 
supporters have naively concluded thaf, 
after all, the tariff isn't much of an 
issue, and that it is very much better in 
the interest of business that it should be 
taken out of politics entirely. We re- 
peat that we assent to this view; but 
think it comeB with a mighty poor grace 
from the quarter whence it now eman- 
ates. There remains the question : How 
are you going to take the tariff out of 
politics? 



heard from the Columbian, or rather if 
the Columbian haa expressed its views 
upon this point, we do not recall them. 
The opposition weeklies ought to declare 
themselvea very emphatically. Wo 
know that we can speak for the paperB 
supporting the local government, and 
say that they aro mostdiatinctly oppoBed 
to the Glohe'a view and that they be- 
lieve the federal parliament should act 
liberally towards British Columbia rail- 
ways, giving at leaat two dollars to every 
one given by the province. Where do 
our opposition frienda stand upon this 
point? Thoy owe it to themselves and 
the province to express choir views in 
terms that cannot be mistaken. It 
ought not to be possible for the Toronto 
Globe hereafter to say that its position 
met with the tacit support of any section 
of the British Columbia pre.-s. We hope 
that this appeal will meet with a hearty 
response.

GERMANY IN CHINA. 



GOVERNMENT A 1 1) TO RAILWAYS. 

We think it well once more to refer to 
the position taken by the Toronto Globo 
in regard to federal aid to British Col- 
umbia railways. Such of our provincial 
papers aB have referred to the matter 
have, so far as we have observed, dis- 
sented from the Glohe'a view, with one 
exception, namely, tho Newa-Advertieer, 
which appears to be opposed to any fur- 
ther governmental aid to railways. It 
may be that wo have not correctly in- 
terpreted the Vancouver paper's articles, 
but the impression conveyed by a neces- 
sarily hurried perusal of them is that 
above expreeaed. It matters very little, 
however, whether we read our contem- 
porary aright, for it is certain that nine- 
ty-nine people out of every hundred 
people in British Columbia claim that 
both governments are in duty bound to 
do everything in their power to promote 
necessary railway conatruction. We do 
not believe that any constituency can be 
found that will elect a representative, no 
matter how popular he may be person- 
ally, who will take hiB atand against gov- 
ment aid to railways. 

There haa been a disposition on the 
part of the opposition press to op,>wre 
subsidies to railways. We hope enuie 
member of the opposition in some one of 
the larger constituencies will have the 
courage to declare himself unequivocally 
on the point, in order that there may be 
an expression of opinion upon it. The 
New Westminster platform has a very 
extraordinary deliverance on this 
subject. Tho declaration iB thero made 
that in the opinion of the plat- 
form committee government aid should 
be given with a view to ownership by the 
government. One extraordinary aspect 
of this declaration is that it omits to say 
what government is to own the railways. 
Surely it is not claimed that the proving 
cial legislature should grant aid to rail 
ways to be ownrd by the federal govern 
ment, and surely no one expects that 
the federal government will vote subsi 
dies to railways to be owned by the 
provincial government. Pending an 
authoritative explanation bb to what 
government is meant, we may assume 
that the platform committee wish the 
local government to do nothing in aid of 
any railway that it will not ultimately 
own. Applying this to matters as they 
now stand, we find that it completely 
disposes of all plans now under consid- 
eration in this province for railway con 
struction. There is no eacaping this 
conclusion, for if tho opposition Bhould 
succeed in the elections of 1SDS they 
would be in honor bjund, if they accept 
this platform, as they appear to have 
done, to refuse to bring any of the exist- 
ing subsidy acts into effect, and later to 
repeal them. This would dispose of the 
Victoria, Vancouver <k Eastern project 
Tho subsidy to this line iB not based up- 
on the idea that tho government Bhall 
own it at any time, but wholly on tho 
supposition that the Dominion govern- 
ment will supplement the subsidy sufh 
ciently to warrant a private company in 
undertaking to construct tho road. The 
grant of $1,000 will practically amount 
to nothing, if the government is to own 
the line. Such a railway would coBt at 
least $20,000 a mile, and it is not too 
much to say that for the province to as- 
sume such a burden would practically 
prevent it from engaging in any other 
public work whatever. Not a single 
dollar could be obtained from tho Dom 
inion in aid of a railway to be owned by 
the province. Lst this fact always be 
kept in mind, for the railway plank in 
the New Westminster platform must be 
interpreted with tho light that this con 
8ideration casts upon it. The platform 
therefore practically declares against any 
further aid by parliament to railways in 
British Columbia, to bo given conjointly 
with aid from the provinco, a position 
which wo do not believe the members of 
the platform committee will undertake 
to juBtify in the press or upon tho public 
platform. 

Therefore, while the railway plank in 
the New Westminster platform, followed 
out to it l logical sequence, would seem 
to warrant the position taken by the 
Toronto Globe, wo repeat that not one 
per cent, of the voters of the province 
will support any auch view. Wo think 
that wo may very properly call upon the 
opposition press to define its attitude 
upon this question. The Times of this 
city Una already dono so and has moat 
unequivocally declared that it does not 
agree with the Globe. We have not 



It is said that the action of Germany 
in seizing Kaio Chau Bay, China, ia a 
step of very considerable importance. 
Thia seems very probable. It ia also 
Baid that the action has been taken with 
the full approval of KusBia, which we do 
not regard as probable. It is well to 
look at the map before jumping at con- 
clusions on questions of this nature. 
Kaio Chau is situated at tho head of the 
Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li, that iB to say of the 
inner portion of that arm of tho sea 
which liea west of Corea and south of 
Manchuria, Port Arthur, the former 
great Chinese fortress, lies at the outlet 
of the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li. This iB a 
point which Russia is anxious to own 
and over which she has certain treaty 
rights. Germany has therefore placed 
herself between the territory which Rus- 
sia aspires to own and Pekin, where 
Russia desires to be paramount. It is 
said that in exchange for Russian con- 
sent to the occupation of Kaio Chau, 
Germany has assented to the Russian oc- 
cupation of Corea. This seema hardly 
likely, because Russia will need a great 
deal more than the assent of Germany 
before undertaking to pc3sesa herself of 
Corea. These speculations aB to tho 
designs of Russia are of very little real 
value. They change from day to day; 
b it the policy of a nation does not shift 
iijout in that fashion. A couple of years 
ago wo were told that Russia wanted 
Manchuria. Her reason for wishing to 
occupy it were that it would afford an 
easy route to an open seapoit for the 
Siberian railway. Tim ia very probable 
upon its face. Vladivostok, the pre- 
sent terminus, is blocked for several 
months annually by ice, while the Yel- 
low Bea and the gulfs extending inland 
from it are always free from ice. A 
Corean port would not suit the purposes 
of RuBsia, for tho reason that thero is 
none sufficient to becomo the headquart- 
ers of an extensive commerce or that can 
be readily fortified. The bay which 
Germany haa seized ia, of all the pointa 
on Northern Chinese watera, that which 
Russia would wish to have for a railway 
terminua. It is well protected, and the 
approachea to it could be made impaBB- 
able by a hostile fleet. It commands 
the route from Corea and Siberia to 
Pekin. There is hardly any use in pre 
tending that RusBia wants such a point 
as this to be in the handa of any Euro 
pean power except horaelf. 

We have aaid that more than the as- 
Bent of Germany would be necessary to 
load Russia to occupy Corea as her own 
territory. Japan would have to be con- 
sulted, and will fight rather than 
boo her former dependency pasB under 
the control of the Czar. The Japanese 
are a proud and patriotic people. They 
have shown their mettle in actual war. 
Thoy have taught themselves to believe 
that they are powerful both on land and 
Boa. By the fortunes of war they have 
gained a right, if any nation has it, to 
occupy Corea. It is not conceivable that 
auch a nation, having driven China out 
of Corea, would tamely submit to see 
the country taken possession of by an- 
other power, and least of all by the 
power which Bhe has more reason to fear 
than any other. With Corea in the 
hands of RuBBia, the latter would 
soon become paramount in the Orient. 
Sho would necessarily greatly ntrengthen 
her naval force and be able to threaten 
tho independence of the island empire. 
It Beems incredible that Japan would 
permit a Ruaaian occupation of Corea 
until everything had been done which 
force could do to prevent. 

But Japan ia not alone in thia. Great 
Britain cannot regard such a contin- 
gency with indifference. She cannot 
afford to have her prestige in the Orient 
endangered by Russian aggrandisement. 
France would hardly look with approval 
upon the addition of a now kingdom to 
the Czar'B domains, especially if it was 
the result of an agreement with Ger- 
many. What would thoFranco-Russian 
alliance bo worth if the Kaiser and the 
Czar camo to an understanding? Nor 
could the United Statea afford to permit 
such an unbalancing of power in the 
Orient, There ia indeed only one nation 
that can bo trusted to occupy Corea, If 
it is not to remain independent, and that 
ia Japan. For theae reasons wo are un- 
able to think that any auch agreement 
oxista between Ruaaia and Germany us 
ia allegod, but rather that the seizure of 
Kaio Chau mtiBt be regarded as a atroke 
by the German emperor to enable him 
to pose aa tho defender of China againat 
aggrosaion from any quarter. Thia is 
what, wo think, lends the greatest inter- 
eat to tho action of Germany. 



It is of great importance that the 
Dominion government should make an 
appropriation at once for the opening of 
a winter sleigh road between the mouth 
of the Stickeen and Teslin lake. The 
necessary outlay will not be large, while 
the good that would reBiilt would be 
very great. Thousands of people will go 
into the Yukon via tho Stickeen-Tealiu 
route this winter, and there is no doubt 
that a sleigh road can be maintained and 
kept open without great difficulty. The 
lower part of the river preBenta a Borious 
obstacle in the way of heavy enow, but 
the distance to which thia remark 
applies is not very great, and after it haa 
been passed the remainder of the journey 
is over a country where a snow road can 
be kept open as readily as similar roada 
in Quebec and the Maritime Provinces, 
and even more so. The only question 
which requires much Bkill in Bolution ie 
that of food for teams, and it is probable 
that men who are on the ground early can 
get feed through to Telegraph Creek over 
the ice. If theEe thingB are done there 
will be no difficulty in pushing men and 
supplies through tD Teslin Lake during 
tho months of February and March on 
the snow. After the ice breaks up the 
winter trail will be available for pac 
horses for from four to eix weeks. We 
understand that the provincial govern- 
ment ia ready to do ita share in thia 
matter and believe that the Dominion 
authorities will do theirs when the mat- 
ter has been urged upon them. Our in- 
formation ia that not very much work 
will have to be done to make a very 
good sleigh road from the Stickeen to 
the lake, and that the work can be done 
in time for use this winter. 
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We aro glad to Bee tho Columbian do 
ing Buch good work to awaken the New 
Westminster people to a realization of 
the great opportunity before them in 
connection with the Yukon trade. But 
why, oh why spell Rlondyke with a 0?

THE FIRES OF NOVEMBER. 

Curious Origin of a Yesterday Blaze— Small 
Losses the Rule in November. 

The fine residence of Mr. James 
Hutcheson, on Churchway waB nearly 
destroyed by fire yesterday morning 
through a very strange accident. It eo 
chanced that during the previous even- 
ing a cushioned chair standing near the 
hall stove had apparently been singed 
by the heat. To avoid the unpleasant 
smell so caused , the chair was placed on 
the verandah just outside the front door. 
This was about 10 o'clock. At 2 o'clock 
the family were awakened by smoke in 
the house and it was found that the fire 
was near the front door. There had 
evidently been fire in the chair and not 
only was the chair itself consumed, but 
a hole was burned through the verandah 
and the flames had also got into the door 
casing and run up between the walls. 
An alarm was sent in from box 16 an 1 
in the meantime Mr. Hutcheson with 
the garden hose managed to keep tht- 
fire in check till the chemical 
was on the spot and suppressed 
what certainly in a very short time 
would have been a veryseriouB fire. The 
loss will he in the neighborhood of $ICJ. 
This lire makes a total of four for the 
mouth just closed, with two false alarms 
on the 18th and 28th. The estimated 
loss for the month i& $1,240, and the de- 
tails of fires as below:

BENN ETT EXTBAD ITION . 

A. Decision in the Habeas Corpus Proceed- 
ings Will Be Given To-Day. 

The argument on the application for 
habe.ta corpus in behalf uf James G. 
Bennett, now being held for extradition 
to California, was concluded yesterday, 
and it is probable that the Chief Justice 
will give his decision this morning. 

Mr. Herbert E. A. Robertson, who 
made tho application, resumed his argu- 
ment yesterday morning, contending 
that no proof had been given that the 
crime of which Bennett was charged was 
a crime under tho laws of California ; 
that there was no proof the United 
States bad aBked for Bennett's extradi- 
tion and that no proof had been given 
that the extradition treaty had been 
ratified by act of the United States con- 
gress. He cited cases to show that if 
the technical objections could be sus- 
tained the prisoner should be set at 
liberty. 

On behalf of the prosecution Mr. J. P, 
Walls argued that a prima facie case had 
been made out according to the lawB of 
Canada, and in default of proof to the 
contrary it waB to be presumed that the 
foreign law was the same. Ho held, 
too, that it was not necessary under the 
extradition act to show that a requisition 
had beon m>;de by the United States 
govemmeut before tho order iorcommit- 
tal was made. 

The Chief Justico roeerved his decis- 
ion, which will likely be given this 
morning.

Captain O'Loary and his crew of tLe 
schooner Geneva will be. tho only men of 
the sealing fleot this year to eat their 
Christmas dinner at Boa, their vessel be- 
ing at present the only one making ac- 
tive preparations for the spring hunting, 
with the intention of setting sail within 
ten days.

PROVINCIAL COASTEIta MOVING. 

The West Coast route has, during the 
past year or so, become one of the most 
important serv ices in the care of the O.

REMARKS ON THE CRITIC. 



Cnllou» Indifference or Ignorance the Com- 
monest llcfngo of the Artistic Nature. 
Several Cases Cited by tbo Innocent Re- 
porter. 

"There are many amusing things 
nbout tho artistic temperament," said 
tho innocent reporter, "but you havo to 
know tho disposition in order to tell 
how funny they really are. You must 
know enough not to beliovo them ai- 
»,ays and then through all your inter- 
course with the professionals there will 
flow an accompaniment of easy humor 
that gives acquaintance with these per- 
sons au added pleasure. Ono charming 
incident of this can always bo found in 
their views of what the newspapers say 
about them. Mrs. James Brown Potter 
is tho only woman I ever saw who 
talked frankly about that subject. 

" 'So long us they don't ignoro me,' 
she said, 'I don't care what they write. 
Let them say anything so long as they 
say it, but it would bo horriblo to be 
left ulone. ' 

"That was a very truthful statement 
of her own opinions and almost un- 
paralleled ill its frankness. Everybody 
knows that Mrs. Potter has never hud 
very much to thauk the newspapers for 
that was really pleasant, but sho had 
plenty to bo grateful for as long as she 
was willing they should print anything 
if it kept her iu the public eye. 

"Almost as genuine was a young 
American singer who camo back hero 
t.fter sho had made a debut and sorao 
little reputation in Europe. She was a 
pretty woman and sho had a good voice, 
but she was unfortunate. Onco sho had 
n sore throat and another time she was 
out cf condition for some other reason. 
At all events she was never in condi- 
licu to do herself justice. So there was 
nothing pleasant that, even with tho 
kindest intentions, the newspapers could 
say ubout the young woman. One night 
toward tho closo of tho season she was 
in a grand tier box at the opera house. 
During onu of the entr'actes sho was 
walking about tho foyer with a friend, 
and halted in front of the greenroom. 
'What is that room?' her friend asked. 

"Planting herself deliberately in 
front, of tho partly opened curtains, she 
said in a voice audi bio to every man in 
the room, 'Oh, that is tho placo they 
go to write, in tho most disagreeable 
way they cau, tho most disagreeable 
things they can tliiuk of nbout you.' 
The younger singer was unjust, but sho 
had 110 false vanity. Sho was willing to 
have it known that sho read what the 
newspapers said ubout her. Her morn 
illustrious colleagues are not always so 
v, illiug to admit that. 

"1 have heard Mile. Calvo protest 
that she never saw any newspaper but 
the Paris Figaro, and declare that sho 
really had not the slightest idea what 
New York papers wrote about'her. She 
said this one day while waiting outside 
of Maurice Grau's oilice at the Metro- 
politan, and then turning suddenly to 
a reporter standing near her asked if he 
was the man that wrote sho had signed 
a contract to give some concerts at 
$I!,0l)0 u night when sho was really to 
receive $2,200. Tho man did not un- 
derstand French, so Mile. Calvo's com- 
panion translated tho question into 
English. The man replied that ho rep- 
resented another newspaper, and when 
sbe turned this into French for Mile. 
Calve sho mentioned tho name of tho 
newspaper from which sho had had 
translated tho dreadfully erroneous 
paragraph which had led tho public to 
beliovo that Mile. Calvo had consented 
to take $200 less than sho was to get. 

"Mine. Eames has an indicated in- 
difference for what tho newspapers say 
which is somotimes a little bit difficult 
to reconcile with her intimate knowl- 
edge of what they publish about her. 
Mine. Melba is also familiar with 
them, and sho is a littlo less averse to 
having that fact known than Mine. 
Eames is. It is well known that Mme. 
Kordica takes her press clippings with 
her coffee, and she makes no bones of 
it. Jean do Reszke is a regular reader 
of what tho newspapers havo to say 
nbout him, and, whatever ho may think 
about it in reality, bo never, but in ono 
instance, took any notice of it. Plancou 
enjoys reading tho agreeablo things 
that ure written about him and doesn't 
caro who knows it. Only the women 
profess to bo wholly- ignorant of what 
the newspapers write. 

"With the actresses the caso is very 
much the same. Tho celebrated foreign- 
ers, according to their own accounts, 
are quite unacquainted with anything 
tjiat tho American press may write 
about them. Agnes Sorma said that slm 
did not intend to read any of the crit- 
icisms of her work until she started 
home on tho steamer. It didn't take a 
conversation of more than three min- 
utes to show that sho had a fairly ac- 
curate knowledge of everything that 
had been printed about her. It must 
have been some superior sort of clair- 
voyance that is possible only to tho ar- 
tistic temperament, for hadn't she said 
that none of them would bo read until 
she had got on tho steamer to go to Eu • 
rope? Sarali Bernhardt hns them all 
translated to her and accompanies tho 
performance with moro or less emphatic 
reflections on tho intelligence of tho 
writers who do not ugreo with her owu 
ideas of what sho does. It is said that 
the atmosphere of tho Hoffman House 
was heavily charged with brimstone for 
several days after Mme. Surah had tho 
New York accounts of her performance 
of 'Mugda' read aloud to hor in Eng- 
lish, When tho Amerioan notors read 
unfavorable accounts of themselves, 
they aro always able to tell how they 
camo to bo written. Thero is always 
some specific cause for everything unfa- 
vorable. Either they snubbed the writer 
accidentally or said something disagree- 
able about him to ouo of his friends. 
Thero is never uny explanation beyond 
their bold truthfuluoss for tho flattering 
notices that appear. — Now York Sun. ,

Movie City, B.O., Nov. 27.— This city 
takes its name from a lovely lake that 
stretches for about ton miles along the 
base of a noble ridgo of mountains. It 
is, of course, only a city in embiyo, for 
its birth took place in the present year 
of grace. The situation is a charming 
one on the shores of the lake, and it 
looks as if there were a prosperous futuie 
in store for the infant city. At present 
it is far beyond the confines of civiliza- 
tion, for it ia fully a hundred miles from 
railroad transportation, but next year 
the Canadian Pacific road will wako the 
taboos of these mountains and give 
Movie City connection with the commer- 
cial world. 

The Crow's Nest PasB railroad will 
havo almoBt revolutionaiy effects on 
northwestern trade. It will open up 
nltnost an empire in extent, and an em- 
pire, too, of almoBt boundless resources, 
The coal depoaitB of the Crow's Nest 
PasB are probably unrivalled on the 
globe in extent and value, and the lead, 
silver, gold and copper mines of East 
Kootenay bid fair to bo phenomenal. 

West Kcot'snay baa now the richest 
lead and Bilver mines in the world. The 
Broken Hill load and Bilver mines are 
the biggest producers of lead and Bilver 
now being worked,{but the Broken Hill 
mines would be considered "wild catB" 
in Kootenay, for the ore is so low grade 
that it would be worthless bore. The 
Payne mine pays $80,000 a month in 
dividends and the Reco $50,C30. And 
there are half a dozen other Bilver-lead 
properties in Keotenay paying big divi- 
dends on small investments. But when 
this now railroad rumbles and rushes 
through East Kootenay the mines of 
West Kootenay will bo cast into the 
shade by two or three now being devel- 
oped here. 

One of these is the North Star. This 
is a galena mine, and by many consid- 
ered the biggest mine in Canada. It is 
owned by Montreal parties, and when 
railroad connection is made it will ship 
more ore than all the lead-silver mines 
in West Kotenay do at present. 

Fiity miles farther to the Bouth of the 
North Star and close to this new city is 
the St. Eugene. I have grave doubts 
whether the North Star will bold its 
supremacy long after the St. Eugene has 
begun operations. In fact I am assured 
by able uiiniug men that the St. Eugene 
is the richeBt mine in Canada. It is de- 
veloped by a series of Bhafts and tunnels, 
and developed, too, in a mannor that de- 
light's a miner's heart, and above the 
lowest tunnel, which can obtain but a 
depth of 500 feet at the extreme end, 
there are 00,000 tons of lead and silver 
ore. 

This ore carries GS per cent, of lead, 
and from 00 to 60 oz. of silver to the ton. 
Were the mine in the United States each 
ton of this ore would be worth $1C3, and 
after paying freight and treatment 
charges it would not $80 to the ton ; that 
ia, there is ore enough above No. 3 
tunnel to net $■(, 8000,000. But situated 
in Canada, where there is practically no 
lead market, and where all galena ore 
haB to go to the United States, which 
exacts a duty of $45 a ton on lead, the 
St. Eugene can be safely depended on to 
net $30 a ton on every ton of ore in 
sight. This shows the St. Eugene has a 
profit in sight of $1,803,000. And of 
course the chances aro all in favor of the 
mine being far bigger and richer and 
more concentrated below the level of No. 
3 tunnei than it iB above. 

There is a strange atory linked with the 
discovery of the St. Eugene. James 
Cronin, a keen, bright, intelligent Irish- 
man, had been mining in the Far Weat 
for 20 yearB. He easily held a place 
among the very host as superintendent 
or manager of mines. Whenever diTi- 
culties arose in mines, or new mining 
plants had to bo put in operation, Cro- 
nin's services wero always at a premium, 
hut during his twenty years in the West 
he never could chance upon a mine for 
himself. Sometimes he spent a whole 
year in the mountaine prospecting, but 
his money would give out and he would 
have to go hack to work. 

In 1893 he was sent to examine the 
North Star mine. Early lu June he 
start 3(1 out from Fort Steele, mounted 
on one of those undersized lurees which 
go by the name of a cayuee. The cuyuae 
is at home in the mountains, and is an 
animal of great endurance and strength, 
but at times it is meaner and more 
treacherous than a Sicilian bandit. 
Once in ttie OkauagaD, while riding 
along a mountain trail on the back of a 
cayuse, the animal suddenly began to 
buck with all the energy of one of Buf- 
falo Bill's bronchos, and I waa soon roll- 
ing"down the mountain side as eonselcaa 
as a log. 

It so happened that ho bed secured an 
animal of the bucking order, and ho had 
hardly left Fort Steele when the cayuse 
lecaine ugly. To add to its ill humor a 
rain and hail atorm came on, and Cronin 
could not endure the hail Btorm and the 1 
bucking cayuse at the same time, ao he 
returned tj Fort Steele. 

That, Jay ho chanced on a priest who 
had lived among the Indiana for a dozen 
years or more, and thao meeting was the 
turn of tide in Cronin's fortunes. 

The priest told him that one of the 
Catholic Indiana knew of a mine near 
the shores of Moyie lake, and ho asked 
Cronin to examine and locate it. Old 
miners are very skeptical of prospects 
and Indians, hut Cronin, to oblige the 
priest, journeyed to Moyie lake with the 
priest and the Indian. Cronin's sur- 
prise and joy wore unb mnded when he 
oxamined the vein and the cropping8,so 
he located two claims, the St. Eugene 
and Peter. Cronin kept a half interest 
and the priest and Indian tho otiier 
half. Later the priest sold his interest 
for money enougii to build a very hand- 
some church, and the Indian iUho sold 
out. But Cronin is still the principal 
owner in the St. Eugene and talks in 
tho most kindly and forgiving way about 
tho cayuae whoso bucking ways drove 
him into one of Fortune's by-paths. 

The Dibble group, to the east of Fort 
Steele, is another property that is likely 
to be famous. Tho ore found in the 
loweBt workB runB over $400 to tho ton 



in gold and silver, and I am satisfied 
that the North Star, the St. Eugene and 
the Dibble will rival the Lo Roi bb big 
dividend payerB. 

I do not doubt but other miues equal- 
ly rich will be discovered and worked in 
East Kootenay. Up Perry creek are 
gold quartz ledges of big promise, and in 
Wild HorBO creek are undoubtedly rich 
ledes. Forty years ago the Wild "Horse 
creek placerB were famous, and its quartz 
ledges will make it famous again. 

The Crow'a Nest railroad will furnish 
cheap coke, and will enable smelters to 
secure at a central point lead, copper, 
gold and silver ores. The best smelting 
ia done by mixing the different kinds of 
ores together. And the day must soon 
come when the entire product of Koote- 
nay and Yale will to treated on the 
hanks of the Kootonay or on the banks 
of the Columbia. 

The new railroad will force auch a 
consummation. It cannot be long post- 
poned, for British Columbia must take 
its place among the great mining coun- 
tries of the world. There are Canadians 
and Ameiicans who doubt this, but then 
they have not wondered as I have 
through its various districts. I have 
seen much of the great mining districts 
of the globe, but the more I see of this 
wondrous country, the closer I examine 
its mines, and the more I investigate 
its resources, the more I believe that 
British Columbia is the greatest and 
richest country ever given by God to the 
Bousofmen. P. A. O'Fahuki.i.. 



THORN FOUND GUILTY. 

The Twelve Jurors So Declare in Formal 
and Unmistakable Manner. 

New York, Nov. 30. — In the case 
against Martin Thorn for the murder of 
Ouldensuppe, the court resumed Bb sit- 
ting at about half-past five, the jurors 
having signified that they had agreed 
upon a verdict. Thorn was brought in 
by the sheriff, and did not show any 
signB of nervousness as tho jurors filed 
into tho I ox and answered to their 
names. The clerk of the court address- 
ed the jury and said: "Gentlemen of 
the jury, have you agreed upon a ver- 
dict?" " Yes, we have," answered the 
foreman. Thorn then faced the jury 
Btolidly, hut it waa easily Been that he 
was controlling himself with difficulty. 
His jaw was set rigidly and his lips 
tightly compressed. His lawyers evi- 
dently were more perturbed than Thorn. 
The clerk again addressed the 
jurors and said: "How say you, 
gentlemen, is the prisoner guilty 
or not guilty ? " Foreman Morse spoke 
up in a jolting, nervous way; and said: 
" We find the prisoner, Martin Thorn, 
guilty of the charge preferred." Then 
the clerk read the verdict from the back 
of the paper handed him by the fore- 
man. Lawyer llowe asked that the jury 
be polled. Aa the name of each man 
was called out. he was asked : " Is this 
your verdict? " and answered: "Yes, 
sir." Thorn all the time was looking 
steadily at the foreman of tho jurors. 
He dropped into his seat the moment 
the roll-call waB completed. Mr. Howe 
asked the court to postpone the passing 
of sentence until next Friday. Judtje 
Maddow then appointed Fridav next, at 
10 a.m. 

When Thern had been led back to his 
cell after conviction, he admitted that 
the verdict waa just and that he, and not 
Mrs. Nack, killed Guldonauppe. ThiB 
acknowledgment of guilt took place 
while Thorn's cell in the jail was being 
prepared for him, and waB made to po- 
lice captain Methven. Thorn said: "I 
am glad it is over and tho verdict given. 
I am convicted and I am contented. I 
am the one who killed Guldensuppe and 
I cut up his body. Every word thatMra. 
Nack said upon the stand waB substan- 
tially correct. When I was on tho stand 
I lied when telling the story as I did, 
but I lied to clear myself. It is no use 
carrying it any further. I am guilty and 
am convicted. It is what I expected and 
what I suppose people think I deserve, 
and perhapB I do." 

THE BISHOP OF ALBANY. 

Reply to Attacks Upon His Anti Jingo 
Address. 

Albany, Nov. 30. — Rev. W. C. Down, 
bishop of tho Episcopalian diocese of 
Albany, has made answer through the 
newspapers to the Irish-American socie- 
ties and individuals who have criticized 
his former remarks on Jingoism. In an 
interview to-day he eaya: "Disregard- 
ing tho mere vulgar ridicule of my dress, 
my appearance, and my absolutely 
fabricated signature, all of which are 
simply entertaining, I must emphati- 
cally deny the statement that I have any 
connection or sympathy with the A. P. 
A. society. On the contrary I consider 
it in line with the very things that I 
heartily condemn. I classed it with 
Irish-American societies of various 
names, and think them all unpatriotic, 
and therefore un-American. They are 
narrow, bitter, sectional and designed to 
array class against class. One other 
thing I must notice, many of the attacks 
upon me are not directed at me individu- 
ally but at tho church in which I am a 
minister, and that I resent mutually. 
The Episcopalian church is not the 
church of England. Kngland and mon- 
archy are not her ideals, it is not the 
church of the Tories. 

" We are said to hold England and the 
monarchy as our ideals, because wo de- 
rive our episcopate and our liturgy from 
their Church of England, but it should 
be borne in mind that we owe no alleg- 
iance to bishop or sovereign in England. 
Queen Victoria is not, aa the Chicago 
Citizen Bays, ' our she Pope,' for the 
very good reason, that wo have not got 
any Pope at all on either side of the sea. 
We do not profess our belief in the 
Anglican Catholic church. How is it 
about our follow citizens, who assume to 
themselves tho name of Catholics? They 
do behove in the holy Roman Catholic 
and apostolic church."
